SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Big 'E' Preview Tape/Lesbian Enema Lovers is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes and tends to promote and support the use of violence and coercion to 
compel persons to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. The video recording is 
made up of short previews of video features that all depict the giving of enemas as a 
sexual practice. Two of these previews present female participants as young persons 
in their early to mid-teenage years and show them being given enemas by adults. The 
video encourages and validates adult sexual interest in young persons, and 
strengthens the idea that young persons may be exploited for adult sexual use and 
gratification. Several of the scenarios present the use of force and constraint, and the 
abuse of professional authority, in role-plays that depict the giving of enemas in a 
sexual context. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in 
relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit 
prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
